No.0703(l) in Table B of Schedule 2 of the said ITC(HS) relating to “onions 
(all varieties other than Bangalore Rose onion and Krishnapuram onions)” 
under the column ‘ nature of restriction’:- 

A quantity of 50,000 (Fifty Thousand) Metric Tonnes of onions for 
export in December/January and to be exported upto 31 st January 2002 and 
a quantity of 50,000 MTs for export in January 2002 to be exported upto 
31 st January, 2002 each are allowed for export through the following
